We are told that 
the Chinese in San Francisco are passing re- 
solutions urging the United States to rescind 
the Exclusion Law, or at least to make its 
enforcement less stringent, while, on the 
other hand, the Americans are retaliating by 
refusing to deal with the Chinese and by 
excluding them from every avenue of tmde, 
Such a state of affairs cannot continue 
without: very serious trouble ensuing and 
the sooner steps are taken to bring about 
a settlementof the grievances of both parties 
the better it will be for all concerned, For: 
tunately there are those in America who 
recognise the injustice of the present ex- 
clusion treaty, and who realise the import- 
ance of keeping on friendly terms with 
China, It'was not. long since that Mr, 
Taft, ina speech, hit the nail on the head 
when he declared that one .of the great 
commercial prizes of the world is the trade 
with the 400,000,000 Chinese. “ Ought we” 
he .said, ‘to throw away the advantage 
which we have by reason of Chinese 
natural friendship for us and continue 
to enforce «an unjustly severe law 
and thus create inthe Chinese mind a 
disposition to boycott American trade and 
to drive our merchants from Chinese shores, 
simple because we are afraid that we may 
for the time lose the approval of certain un- 
reasonable and extreme popular leaders of 
California and other coast states? Doe: 
the question not answer itself? Is i

OPPOSITION TO CAMPIOR OPERATIONS, * 


: Once more a tribe c of F ‘ormosan aborigines 
has risen in revolt, and there has been loss of 
Jife in consequence. Accogding loa report from 
ithe Formosan Government to the Home De- 
partment dated the zoth July, it appears that the 
trouble originated in, the course of operations 
for the gathering of camphor, A tribe known 
‘as Towabar having assented to camphor opera- 
tions being started in their district, the work 
‘was commenced, and over 200 operatives en- 
tered the’ district, a volunteer station, being 
established near the factory for protection 
against possible raids by the aborigines, The 
operations proceeded satisfactorily, but it seems 
that various rumours were_circulated among 
the aborigines concerning the establishment 
of the volunteer station, and they ‘became 
alarmed, On the 15th ult. after several out- 
rages had been committed on the operatives, 
a large body of armed aborigines appeared 
and in a'threatening manner demanded the 
removal of the camphor factory, and the with- 
drawal of the guard of volunteers. The yolun- 
teers, whose station was unfavourably situated, 
started preparations for withdrawal, when the 
aborigines ‘opelitd fire,‘and fighting ensued, 
Fortunately all the camphor workers succeeded 


uoburt. Since then-the tribes» 
men havo continued toattack the line of guards,
